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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to provide, teach or suggest the locking sleeve and the connector body having 
cooperative structure placing the locking sleeve in detachable, re-attachable 
engagement with the receiving end of the connector body, wherein the locking sleeve is 
movable from a first position loosely retaining the cable in the connector body to a 
second position inseparably locking the cable to the connector body.
